The  relative  importance  of  farmer  borrowings  as  a  source 
of  farm  investment  funds  has  been  increasing.  In  the  early 
fifties,  net  borrowing  (new  loans  less  repayments)  financed 
about  1 1  percent  of  annual  capital  investment  in  real  estate 
and  nonreal  estate  assets;  by  1982  it  had  risen  to  49 
percent. 

Total  debt  of  farmers  increased  nearly  eighteenfold 
between  1950  and  1982,  rising  from  9  percent  of  assets  to 
26  percent.  This  sharp  climb  accompanied  the  growth  in 
costs  of  production  and  capital  inputs  and  the  rise  in  farm 
real  estate  values  through  the  seventies.
